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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant asserts that Merrick is improperly 
combined because the Applicant's claimed invention is a particle system requiring receiving, by a client a definition of a particle control 
path from a server; and Merrick does not teach a particle system or receiving a particle control path from a server; and it will be apparent 
to one skilled in the art of computer animation that a single animated character, as taught by Merrick, is not the same as a particle system; 
and further, animated characters that gesture, lip-synch, or move an arm upward or toward the left as requested by the user are not the 
same as particles that are defined to move in conjunction with the particle control path according to a mathematical algorithm. Further, 
the Applicant argues that one of ordinary skill in the art would not see the teaching of the Merrick animation system as being related to 
particle systems of the other references. 

The Examiner respectfully replies that Merrick is analogous art with Cohen because they are both directed to the art of computer graphics 
animation, as evidenced by the classifications of the applications: 345/473 and 345/474, where subclass 474 is contained in subclass 473. 
Therefore, the combination is proper, and accordingly, the rejection is maintained. 
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
